Furthermore, in 
response to arguments of Gummalla does not teach or suggest obtaining a back-off window that "is less than two times a preceding 
back-off delay window, equal to a preceding or future back-off delay window, and greater than a smallest back-off delay window", 
Gummalla discloses a system of dynamically adjusting the back-off parameters by increasing, maintaining or decreasing the values of 
backoff-start and backoff-end to improve access delay and throughput performance in the system [ Abstract; and col 8, lines 32-50 ]. 
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
